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AGREEMENT 

BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES NATIONAL AERONAUTICS 
AND SPACE ADMINSTRATION AND FEDERAL SPACE AGENCY, 
THE RUSSIAN FEDERATION, ON THE FLIGHT OF THE RUSSIAN 
HIGH ENERGY NEUTRON DETECTOR (HEND) INSTRUMENT ON 
THE UNITED STATES 2001 MARS ODYSSEY ORBITER MISSION 



The United States National Aeronautics and Space Administration (hereinafter 
referred to as "NASA"), and the Federal Space Agency, the Russian Federation 
(hereinafter referred to as "Roscosmos"), both NASA and Roscosmos may be 
hereinafter referred to as a "Party" or collectively as "the Parties," 

Desiring to continue their cooperation with respect to the Russian HEND on the 
U.S. 2001 Mars Odyssey orbiter mission under the terms and conditions of the 
Implementing Agreement Between the United States National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration and the Russian Aviation and Space Agency on the Flight of 
the Russian High Energy Neutron Detector (HEND) on the United States 2001 
Mars Odyssey Orbiter Mission of April 6, 2001 (hereinafter referred to as "the 
Implementing Agreement"), during the extended operations and data analysis 
phase of the U.S. 2001 Mars Odyssey orbiter mission, 

Recognizing that although the Implementing Agreement, expired on April 30, 
2006, the Parties desire to continue to be bound by the terms and conditions of the 
Implementing Agreement, 

Hereby agree as follows: 

1. The Parties agree to continue to be bound by the same terms and conditions of 
the Implementing Agreement with the exception of the termination date in 
Paragraph 1 of ARTICLE XV. 

2. All references to the "Russian Aviation and Space Agency" and 
"Rosaviakosmos" throughout the Implementing Agreement shall be replaced 
with "the Federal Space Agency, the Russian Federation" and "Roscosmos," 
respectively. 



3. This Agreement shall enter into force on the date of the last signature below and 
shall remain in force until April 30, 2009, or the end of the U.S. 2001 Mars 
Odyssey orbiter mission operations and data analysis period, whichever is later.
